The drills fit the ordinary 
drill press and can be operated on 
metal or wood.

The first white settlers in Georgia 
landed at Yamacraw bluffs, on the site 
of the future city of Savannah. 186

day," James Oglethorpe was the lead­ 
er of the colonists, who made the trip 
from England in the good ship Ann. 
commanded by Capt. John Thomas, and 
the party included 35 families, besides 
General Oglethorpe and Rev. Thomas 
Bosomworth.

white man, the colonists obtained the 
consent of the Creeks to establish a 
settlement, Mary acting ag interpreter, 
accounts say.

France Decorates The Flag 
The Stars and Stripes has been dec­ 
orated many times by the French and 
on two occasions they have taken par- 


many, after the regim ent’s triumphal 
march from the Marne to the Rhine. 
Along The Rhine 
The towns of the Rhine, with the 
castles and vineyards on either side, 
fairly bristle with American Flags for 
1 a good part of the river Is policed by 
our Army of Occupation, and wherever 
the men have headquarters a huge 
American emblem waves over It. 
At 
Cochero our men seem to have an 
unusually large flag, which flies from 
the castle, where many of the officers 
and men are quartered and the little 
town across the river sees it hauled 
up at sunrise and down at sunset. 
This town is on the Moselle, about 
twenty-four miles southwest of Cob­ 
lenz and is one of the most beautiful 
and fertile places in Germany. 
Its 
castle is said to be one of the largest 
in thai section and is the headquarters 
of the American Fourth Army Corps. 
All along tho Rhine and its tributaries 
the American boys keep watch. 
They 
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ticular pains to have the ceremonies j patrol the Rhine using the excursion 


boats which In former years carried 
the American tourists on this river. 
The boats are the same and the men 
hear the sam e legends which always 
made the Rhine one of Europe’s moat 
attractive spots. 
The little red roofed 
houses, the vineyards, the Lorell, the 
Mouse Tower and the castles are the 
same, but the double eagle of Ger­ 
many no longer floats over the steam ­ 
er, the beautiful Stars and Stripes is 
theres to proclaim to the German peo­ 
ple a liberty they never knew under 
the war mad Mr. Hohcnzollern. 
How 
different are the lives of these people 
than those who live in Berlin whero 
all is riot and bloodshed. 
Even poor little Luxemburg, which 
was so badly treated by Germany, has 
felt the power of the Stars and Stripes 
for the American Army of Occupation 
came Into that little country to relieve 
the French and just in time to save it 
from riot and bloodshed. The Luxem- 
hurgers were ready for a revolution 


but the American soldiers said 
They knew the men from the United 
States meant what they said and Luj 
emburg was saved from a blot on ItQ 
historical 
page. 
Thirty-five officer^ 
and privates were given the distin­ 
guished silver cross Just after tb e^ 
entered Luxemburg. 
They received1 
their honors with their flags flying, ai 
flag w hich Is now a familiar eight tai 
that land once so brutalized by th* 
vicious Hun.

In The Frozen North 
I 
In far off Siberia our Flag wa veeJ 
every day when our men go out for * 
hike In either Vladivostok or Arch­ 
angel. 
Those at th splatter place have 
had many skirm ishfai^ith the Bolahe-j 
vikl and unfortunately a number of 
Americans have be»g killed. The pee*1 
pie in that section ^ re mostly Russian 
peasants who have -eome to regard' 
the American Flag as tho greatest 
emblem In the world. 
It la so cold 
there and Russia in such a demoral­ 
ized condition that they have beefla 
forgotten by their own country, so theu 
Red Cross and the American soldi** 
with his great emblem of freedom IM 
looked upon as their only hope. 
Over at Vladlvostock the American 
soldier, 
by doing police duty, ha* 
saved the day for they have kept 
guard over the vast amount of ship* 
ping which has come across the Pa­ 
cific to this port. 
They have also 
helped the people, who like those of 
Archangel, are suffering from Russia** 
chaos. 
Every day these men go oat 
for a hike with the American Flajf 
flying. 
The children are particular®)! 
fond of our Flag and look upon it «§ 
the one under which they may soa^l 
time live. 
They are rapidly le&rnlaf 
English from the-soldiers and m aa^ 
of them declare that they are savi 
their kopecs to come to the beautll 
United States. 
So when the peace a® 
the world Is finally nettled and immi­ 
gration once more opens up peopla 
from all parts of the world will flock 
to this country and “the land of th* 
free” and so as each Flag Day roll* 
around greater honors will be shown 
to our Flag, the emblem of Justice and
